Directors’ Update 

Sarah Burks circulated a copy of updates from the Directors prepared by Heather 
Leavell. The highlights included the award of a grant for $1000 to restore the Lindburgh 
bust and a recently acquired Dallin painting. Another recent acquisition was made 
through eBay for the purchase of Arthur Dallin’s stained glass window painting. The 
Annual Appeal brought in over $14,000, bringing us ever closer to our goal for the year 
of $16,500. Finally, interviews will be held soon for candidates who applied for the part 
time position in development and marketing. 


Operations

Ellen Aamodt advised the board that material for the Gallery Scripts was slow in 
coming. She had lined up a potential editor and had approached a potential donor for 
printing the material. It will be recalled that the scripts would be used to train both the 
Trustees and docents to ensure sufficient capability to host large group tours.
